Washington, Ju n e 3o.— Twenty-three states will be b o n e d n 


after midnight tonight, the effective hour of the Reed a m e n d m e n t p ro ­ 


hibiting the shipment of liquor into territory where it manufacture *»r 


sale is prohibited. 
Eleven other states will be partly affected by the 


legislation, hailed by temperance advocates as the greatest single step 


to abolish the liquor traffic yet taken in the n a tio n ’s history. 


The law bars fro m prohibition areas all mail matter containing 


advertisements or solicitations for orders for intoxicants, a provision 


designed to aid in the enforcement of the anti-shipping laws by sup­ 


pressing the activities ot mail order houses in dry territory. 


Justice and postoffice officials have perfected plans for it.» e n ­ 


forcement.

Many are Maimed By Shell Fire Be­ 
hind Tii.c»— Nerves of 
Others 
Shattered 
Paris, 
France, June 
30. French 
children found in the villages 
of 
northern France evacuated by 
the 
Germans present a picture of 
the 
^.i\:iger> of modern warfare. 
Many 
of these children are 
or­ 
phans without 
home or 
relatives. 
Many have been grievously wounded. 
Most (f them suffer from a peculiar 
species of shell-shock which afflicts 
| them generally with a sort of tremor 
not unlike St. Vitus dance. 
They ha\e had life and death, hor- 
rora human and inhuman, revealed 
to 'hem In guises so terrible that 
they will never be 
quite 
normal 
again 
All are underfed and frail 
from confinement In cellars. 
Cut off suddenly from 
relatives 
and friends perhaps two years ago, 
they have continued to live within a 
tew hundred yards of the front lines, 
listening always to the 
noise 
of 
shells and the crash of explosives, 
until their idea of heaven is “a place 
that is very quiet” 
The condition of peasant men and 
women who have been living under 
the shadow of the invader has been 
bad enough, but the condition 
of 
the half starved, wounded, mentally 
deranged little children has 
been 
far worse 
All the children 
were 
collected and shcperded by the first 
Entente troops itno the newly oc­ 
cupied areas 
Everything that can be done 
to 
cure and care for them is now being 
done 
The first step was to remove 
them well behind the front areas. 
The orphans were taken away from 
the sight and sound of shells, many 
of them to the south of France. The 
mildest cases were there put under 
the care of farm mothers. 
The more 
serious cases must be kept 
under 
close medical supervision in special 
institutions. 
Children who were not 
orphans 
were not usually taken away from 
the district. 
Mothers or grandmoth­ 
ers could not bear to 
part 
with 
them, so they were placed in farms, 
near by, where is is possible for the 
parents to visit them frequently. 
One French organization has 
a 
hoipital with four hundred child pa­ 
tients, all under 12 years of age. 
Mont of them are wounded. 
Some 
have lost legs or arms, others their 
sight., others are suffering from brain 
fever, or an anaemia under which 
they rapidly waste away. 
"They are the victims of the ru th ­ 
lessness of nioden warfare,” said the 
head of the hospital, a French wom­ 
an wearing the 
uniform 
of 
the 
French Red Cross 
“They are mere 
shadows of childhood. 
It is difficult 
to make them talk, and they tremble 
and start at any noise or sudden 
mov ement.” 
One of the patients, a 5-year-old 
boy, who had been rendered dumb 
from shell-shock, showed 
no 
im­ 
provement until after he had been 
in the hospital for 
seven 
weeks 
Then one day he opened his eyes 
alter a long sleep, and said with a 
twisted smile to the nurse, "It is— 
very— quiet here; I— like— it.” 
Cases like that encourage the nurs­ 
es. But there are many sadder cases 
— child patients whose wounds must 
Inevitably prove fatal, patients who, 
despite every effort, grow steadily 
weaker; patients who are gradually 
losing their reason and whom noth­ 
ing can save.
